Aﬀter a te- 
dious Enquiry, having found her Daughter , and 
compromis'd' the Matter with Pluto, Be commit- 
zed her Chariot, which was drawn by Dragons, to 
Triptolemus, , whom ſhe had jak in the Na- 
ture of Husbandry, directing him zo pf thro' the 

Countries of Greece, and teach the People Tillage, 
and the Uſe of Corn; and in Memory of the Rape 
ſhe inſtituted a yearly Feſtival, in which the Per- 
ſons concern d conſtantly us'd to appear.
